REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 16-19, 21, 23-28 & 30-32 are allowed because the prior art does show or suggest a 
pulley type constant velocity joint comprising all the limitations of the claims. Thompson shows 
a pulley type constant velocity joint but does not show the pulleys directly connected to the first 
and second shafts, but instead shows each pulley indirectly attached to the shafts via the cross of 
a universal joint. Langworthy a shows universal joint with a C-shaped support frame but does 
not show pulleys or elongate members.
